Drastic Measures to Keep 


Booze Down. 


Washington, May :M.—Bills for en- 


forcement of war-time and constitu- 
tional 
prohibition were 
introduced 


yesterday 
by 
Senators 
Shoppard, 


Democrat of Texas, and Jones, Re- 
publican of Washington. 
Mr. Shop- 


pa,rd's measure follows tho lines of 
one that failed in the last congress, 
but Senator Jones' bill would apply 
to all "alcoholic beverages contain- 
ing one-half of one per cent of alco- 
hol by volume." 


In the Shepparfl bill liquor is de- 


fined as including "any distilled, malt^ 
spirituous, vinous, fermented or al- 
coholic liquor and all alcoholic liq- 
uids ami compounds whether medi- 
cated, proprietary, patented or not." 


For the purpose of enforcing pro- 


hibition, the secretary of the treas- 
ury would be authorized to appoint 
a. prohibition commissioner and var- 
ious assistants. 
Provision also is 


made for state authorities to assist 
in the law's enforcement. 


Manufacturers of cider for use in 


making vinegar and intoxicants for 
beverage purposes held in residences 
provided they were purchased before 
the measure became effective are ex- 
empted- from tho provisions of tlie 
measure as is also the sale of alco- 
holic patent 
or proprietary medi- 


cines which arc non-potable and not 
capable ot "being used for beverage 
purposes. 


Cognizance ol' the airplane is taken 


by the bill whie4» prohibits transpor- 
tation of intoxicants by that means 
as ttell as by common carriers. 


Another 
provision ot the measure 


prohibits the advertisement of liquor 
in newspapers, on sign boards or by 
any other moans and also prohibits 
tiny advertisement or notice contain- 
ing the picture of a brewery, distil- 
lery, bottle, keg, barrel or box or 
other receptacle represented as con- 
taining intoxicating: liquors or de- 
signed to serve as an advertisement 
thereof.

biles would 'be prohibited umler the 
act which 
provides that

cases 


wherer persons aro -injured or killed 
by drunken persons, suits for dam- 
ages can be brought against thoso 
who sold or gave that person the li- 
quor. 


Persons who have stored quantities 


of liquors in their own houses in pre- 
paration for the long dry spell tvou!t! 
be safe from molestation, as the act 
provides that search warrants "can- 
not be issued. 


Penalties 
ranging 
from 
$300 


$1.000 fine with imprisonment of not 
less'than 80 days nor more than 12 
months would be prescribed and $3,- 
500,000 would be appropriated for the 
enforcement of the act during the 
fiscal year 1020.
